They Completely Collapse

Washington, Sept. 28-^-Word to the 


Red Cross from the front today paint- 
ed a heroic and pitiful picture of the

keep abreast the stream of wounded 
men which constantly

The experience of a base hospital 


staff organized under Dr. P. A. Besley 
of Chicago, is typical, depicting the 
terriffc strain under which Red Cross 
units are labariijj; with the British 
and French armies. 


Surgeons vainly .endeavoring

breast the waves of wounded breaking 
on their operating tables work with- 
out food or rest until they collapse. 


"Dr. P. A. Besley has been operat- 


ing all night. 
It is eleven o'clock 


in the morning, and he is still operat- 
ing," Nvrote a member of the staff. 
Dr. Besley recently cabled for nine 
additional surgeons and twenty-five 
Rod Cross nurses to assist him.
